@ Beginning of Speech 


This babbling is but the begin- 
ning of articulate speech. The 
primitive sounds are formed and 
executed by children by ear and 
are repeated over and over again. 

Articulate speech begins about 
the end of the first year. Single 
words are pronounced more or less 
distinctly, but their meaning is 
not probable. Speaking and un- 

. derstanding are two different 
things. 


The next step is the production 
of the understood word. These 
words are usually those expressing 
desire or protest. The whole proc- 
ess of speech is one of slow men- 
tal and physical development, and 
unless hampered by deformities or 
injuries will produce a complete 
pattern. ~ 

Speech sounds are the result 
partly of breathing and partly of 
so-called articulation, or control 
and management of sound waves 
through the speaking trumpet. 
This trumpet if made up of the 
mouth, the nose and its sinuses, 
the pharynx, down the windpipe 
to the vocal cords. 

It becomes larger when the vo- 
cal cords descend or the lips are 
pushed out, and shorter when they 
@re drawn up and the mouth 
widened. e 

Oral and nasa! sounds are the 
two distinct varieties. Oral sounds 
are produced when the soft palate 
is drawn up and the muscles of 
the pharynx arched up so as to 
shut up the nasa! cavity and force 
the sound out through the mouth. 

Nasal sounds are those made 
when the palate and throat mus- 
cles are not closed and the air is 
forced through the mouth and out 
the nose. These sounds are m, n, 
and ng. All other English sounds 
are oral. Anything that interferes 


with the action of these muscles * 


or any deformity of the mouth or 
nasal cavities causes a change in 
the natural formation of the sound 
trumpet and brings about defec- 
tive speech.

_ The most important of these are 

cleft palate, hare lip, deformed 
tongue, obstruction of the nose, 
paralysis of any of the muscles of 
the throat, tongue-tie, tonsils en- 
larged so as to obstruct the flow of 
air. or contraction of muscles. 

Accidental injury to the throat 
or mouth or paralysis, such as 
paralysis of the soft palate fol- 
lowing diphtheria. interfere with 
clear. enunciation and_ require 
either surgery or mechanical cor- 
rection or special training. 

Hare lip and cleft palate can 
usually be corrected by surgery if 
begun early. If not, molds and 
plates similar to those a dentist 
makes fo hold artificial teeth, may 
be fit so as to close the defect 
and enable air to pass out through 
the nose. Many ingenious flexible 
plates have been devised for cor- 
recting ,these deficiencies. 

It is {very wonderful to observe 

what trained teachers can do for 
the correction of speech defects. 
We only hope that our economic 
conditign may soon allow all our 
schools to employ special teachers 
for these. cases.
